Moderately toned in blue-gray and golden- 
rose hues, the reverse exhibits a noticeably lighter appearance. Well 
struck with a couple of incidental milling marks. 

254 1910-Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net AU 50. Light, hazy gray 
toning is visible on each side. Scarcer, low-mintage date. 

255 1913-S-Cleaned—AN ACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. The now 
blemish-free surfaces display olive-gold accents and appear more 
harshly scrubbed on the reverse.

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268 1944-D MS 65 PCGS, two coins, one mostly brilliant and the other 
displaying specks of reddish-brown toning about the reverse periph¬ 
ery.

A nicely balanced golden-gray 
example that even shows traces of hidden luster, but is kept from 
consideration as an XF by flatness at the center of the reverse. An 
old scratch on the eagle's shield is the only unsightly mark. 

276 1801 VF 20 ANACS. B-2, BB-212. Attractive blue and golden ton¬ 
ing lightens to steel-gray on the highpoints of the obverse and on the 
interior of the reverse. An ideal mid-grade example of this slightly 
better date Heraldic Eagle dollar. 

277 1802—Corroded, Repaired-ANACS. VG Details, Net Good 4. B-5, 
BB-242. Light gray with irregular toning and wear, perhaps having 
been used as a jewelry item in the past. We suspect that a hole has 
been plugged to the right of the date.

278 1841 XF 40 NGC. Lightly toned with the normal amount of scat¬ 
tered field marks. Well struck. 

279 1842 XF 45 NGC. Lustrous silver-gray surfaces with noticeable 
softness here and there on the obverse highpoints. 

280 1843-Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Aside from the 
noticeable obverse scratch and a couple of rim nicks, a pleasing, 
original specimen. 

281 1843 VF 25 NGC. An original coin with medium, steel-gray surfaces 
and a few minor contact marks from normal circulation. 


282 1845—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. The surfaces are a 
glossy, steel-gray color from the cleaning. 

283 1846-Damaged, Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Unfor¬ 
tunately, this Seated dollar has been exposed to some rough handling 
over its life. Someone attempted to "improve" the appearance by 
cleaning it to a bright sheen. An affordable example. 

284 1846 XF 40 ANACS. A nice, original specimen toned a deep, gun- 
metal gray color with golden accents. 

285 1847 Fine 12 ANACS. Evenly worn with a few surface disturbances 
and good remaining detail. An elusive mid-grade example. 

286 1847 MS 60 ANACS. Brilliant, the devices are reasonably well 
struck with only slight softness on several of the peripheral stars, the 
eagle's neck, and left (facing) leg. There are numerous small and 
medium sized abrasions that account for the grade, with the only 
mark that merits individual mention being across the abdomen of 
Liberty. 


1849 VF 30 NGC. Speckled violet and sea-green overtones are 
found on both sides of this well balanced example. 

1850-0 VF 20 ANACS. Both sides are moderately hairlined with 
several digs both in the fields and on the central devices. Survivors 
of this second New Orleans dollar issue are generally well worn.

1859-O-Corroded, Scratched-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. 
Diagonal lines of corrosion are noted on the obverse, some field 
scratches are seen on the reverse. Medium charcoal-gray color, this 
one doesn't look as bad as it sounds. 

1859- O-Cleaned-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. Well struck 
and very lightly toned, a number of contact marks are seen overall. 
A few telltale hairlines indicate a very light cleaning at one time. 

1860- 0 VF 30 NGC. A desirable, mid-grade example showing abun¬ 
dant wear, but no overly detracting marks or abrasions. Some light 
toning shows at portions of the borders. 

1864 XF 45 NGC. Medium steel-gray surfaces are lightly marked 
from normal circulation. An elusive example of this very scarce date. 

1870 VF 30 NGC. Untoned with some partially hidden luster. The 
central devices show a little too much wear for a higher grade.

Silver-gray with some splotchy orange-gold color 
at the margins and numerous tiny abrasions. 

1872 AU 50 ANACS. A modestly abraded silver-gray example with 
considerable luster intact. 

1872- CC—Tooled, Whizzed— ANACS. AU Details, Net VF 20 
The obverse has been retoned to a glossy gunmetal-gray and char¬ 
coal to minimize the effect of the tampering. The '72-CC dollar is the 
second scarcest of the four Carson City issues at the end of the Seat¬ 
ed dollar series, being one of just 3,150 pieces struck. 

1873 XF 40 NGC. The surfaces on this scarcer final-year issue are 
bright silver-gray with a few modest abrasions from circulation.

A bright example of this difficult Morgan dol¬ 
lar date. Slightly worn with much remaining mint luster. 

413 1896 MS 65 PCGS. Well struck and satiny with a couple of streaks 
of light golden color on the reverse. 

414 1896 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Mildly reflective with 
several noticeable edge nicks on the reverse. 

415 1896 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Glassy and untoned, 
with a thin, vertical planchet streak down the right side of the 
obverse.

Clean enough to qualify as a gem, but a 
slight haziness and softness of strike in the centers holds down the 
grade.

438 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Excellent luster and better struck than most 
1921s, a couple of larger marks in the center of the reverse account 
for the grade. 

439 1923 MS 65 PCGS. An even coating of rose-gray patina covers each 
side. 

440 1923 MS 66 NGC. A snow-white example that is nicely frosted and 
exceptionally clean. 

441 1923-D MS 63 ANACS. Lightly toned and quite lustrous. A select 
specimen. 
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442 1923-S MS 63 ANACS. Light silver-gray and golden patina. Well 

defined. 


443 1924 MS 65 PCGS. Quite frosty with a few specks of toning hidden 
in the reverse lettering. 

Mostly brilliant with shimmering luster and 
frosty central devices that show a few minor luster grazes.

Sharply 
detailed with numerous, tiny contact marks overall. Lightly cleaned. 

1880 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and very well struck with pink and 
orange accents that atone for scattered field marks. 

1880- S MS 60 ANACS. Exceedingly bright and lustrous, but notice¬ 
ably marked, particularly on the obverse. Surprisingly scarce in this 
grade. 

1881 MS 62 PCGS. The bright, lustrous surfaces are marred by a 
couple of larger facial marks on the obverse and a short grease stain

1893- S MS 62 PCGS. An average coin for the grade. 

1894- S MS 63 PCGS. Smooth, lustrous surfaces make this a likely 
candidate for MS 64 status. 

1895- S MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces are typically lustrous, but also 
show the normal quota of abrasions in the obverse fields. 

1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Deep orange-gold color. 

1897- S MS 62 PCGS. A few light abrasions are scattered over the 
obverse. 

1898 MS 62 NGC. Satiny with rich orange-gold color and a milling 
mark on the cheek that is more obvious than the numerous scuffy 
abrasions. 

1898- S MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous surfaces. 

1899- S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous olive-golden surfaces that, on the 
obverse, are peppered with numerous marks. 

1899-S MS 63 NGC. A high-end example with intense satiny luster 
and only a few modest abrasions on the portrait. 

1900 MS 63 NGC. Very well struck with blushes of orange patina 
that are more evenly dispersed on the reverse. 

1903 MS 63 PCGS. A shimmering, high-end example with strong 
central details. 


1904 MS 64 PCGS. Attractive, clean surfaces with vibrant luster in 
the fields. Well struck throughout. 


588 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Generally mark-free with a subtle olive patina 
over both sides. 

589 1904-S MS 64 NGC. Sparkling, mildly prooflike surfaces with a 
slight reddish tint and eye appeal to spare. 

590 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Well defined and quite clean, the luster is slight¬ 
ly subdued. A small grease stain is noticed at the center of the 
reverse. 

591 1907-D MS 63 PCGS. An exceptionally clean example with a few 
minor marks and no spots or blemishes. Many times scarcer than a 
common date for not much of a premium. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

592 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous, the reverse 
exhibits some minor scuffiness, the grade-limiting factor. Popular 
first-year double eagle. 

593 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. A particularly vibrant, satiny 
example of this date and type, well struck throughout and exhibiting 
a delicate orange-gold tint. 

594 1910 MS 63 PCGS. A grainy-textured example that is void of major 
marks and framed in olive patina. 

595 1910 MS 64 NGC. A choice, unusually appealing example of this 
conditionally scarce P-mint Saint, with a soft reddish patina giving 
way to olive at the margins. 

596 1914-S MS 64 NGC. Dazzling color and luster, being just a few 
unobtrusive obverse marks from gem quality. 

597 1915 MS 63 PCGS. Well detailed and satiny under a uniform red¬ 
dish patina. A surprisingly difficult issue in select and better grades. 

598 1915-S MS 64 NGC. Both sides of this minimally abraded example 
are more lustrous than is typical of the '15-S and tinged in reddish 
patina. 

599 1922 MS 64 PCGS. Well frosted with an exceptionally flashy 
reverse and only a few stacking marks on the sun that preclude a 
gem rating. 

600 1922 MS 64 NGC. A clean borderline gem example that is light in 
color overall and shows a few barely discemable alloy stains at the 
obverse border. 

601 1923 MS 64 NGC. Fully lustrous and sharp with a rich, copper-gold 
appearance. Several dark stains are noted on the obverse. 

602 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. Appearing orange patina nearly blankets the 
surfaces, with two copper stains noted on the eagle. 

603 1924 MS 65 PCGS. A smoothly lustrous, rightly toned example of 
this generic, twenty dollar date. 

604 1928 MS 60 PCGS. Flashy despite numerous light abrasions. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVERS 

605 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with a right amount 
of rose and argent color on each side. An affordable example. 

606 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64 PCGS. A deeply toned example 
exhibiting shades of mottled gray and olive-green patina. Sharply 
struck overall, a choice specimen. 

607 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 65 PCGS. The satin-like surfaces exhibit 
an exceptionally clean appearance. The obverse is deeply toned in 
smooth gray, crimson, and green colorations, the reverse is notice¬ 
ably lighter with a steel-gray center bordered with deep russet 
shades. 
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608 1900 Lafayette Dollar-Cleaned, Retoned-ANACS. Unc. Details, 
Net AU 50. Both sides are unnaturally dark and evidence a one-time 
cleaning. A series of horizontal marks are seen on Washington's neck 
on the obverse. 

609 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 62 PCGS. Very deeply toned over both 
sides, a few minor marks show on the obverse. 

610 1935 Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Soft, dove-gray patina covers each 
side. Speckles of russet color decorate the borders. 

611 1935 Arkansas PDS Set PCGS. All three coins are fully white and 
untoned. The P-mint grades MS 63, the D-mint and S-mints are MS 
64. An affordable, well balanced set. 

612 1939-D Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. One of the scarcest Arkansas issues, 
both sides are fully white and sharply defined. Scarce this nice. 

613 1935/34-D Boone MS 64 PCGS. Deep sea-green, russet, and golden 
toning decorates the borders on each side. Scarcer issue. Population: 

614 1936 Cincinnati MS 64 ANACS. Quite lustrous with dabs of gold¬ 
en-russet toning on the lower half of the reverse. 

615 1936 Cleveland-Artificially Toned-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 
60. Deep shades of olive-green, antique-gold, and crimson appeared 
somewhat suspect to the graders at ANACS, however there is a 
chance these might be original colorations. Personal examination is 
recommended. 

616 1928 Hawaiian-Artificially Toned-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 
60. Very lustrous and minimally marked, an even coating of green- 
golden color blankets each side. This example is quite attractive 
despite the questionable source of its color. 

617 1925 Lexington MS 64 PCGS. Fully brilliant and sharp with a cou¬ 
ple of tiny contact marks on the obverse. 

618 1936 Long Island MS 64 ANACS. Bright, shimmering luster with 
the beginnings of golden toning about the peripheral devices. 

619 1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. Essentially brilliant with nice luster for 
this scarcer early commemorative and only a hint of flatness on the 
frontiersman on the reverse. 

620 1938 New Rochelle MS 64 PCGS. Fully bright, fresh and crisp. A 
few tiny contact marks are noted on the surfaces. 

621 1926-S Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Hints of peripheral color show on 
brightly lustrous surfaces. 

622 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. Attractive golden-russet toning frames 
each side of this deeply lustrous, borderline-superb Pilgrim. 

623 1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS. Rich golden-orange patina with 
some violet accents on the obverse. A colorful gem example. 

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 

624 1871 Liberty Round 50 Cents, BG-1011, R.4, MS 64 PCGS. Frosty 
green-gold surfaces with modest prooflike qualities. Medallic align¬ 
ment. 

CERTIFIED PATTERNS 


626 1858 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-193, Pollock-236, R.5, PR 63 
PCGS. Regular dies, Small Letters obverse with a frequently used 
(on patterns) oak wreath and broad shield reverse. Struck in copper- 
nickel with a plain edge. The obverse surfaces offer glittering reflec¬ 
tivity and splashes of golden-russet toning while the reverse is a bit 
more subdued, although similar in color. 

627 1858 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-204, PoUock-248, R.5, PR 65 
NGC. Hying Eagle pattern with a lifelike, hook-necked eagle on the 
obverse. The reverse has an oak wreath with a broad, ornamented 
shield at the top. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Each side 
is moderately mirrored with pleasing golden-rose highlights. Die 
striations in the obverse fields are quite obvious and a few carbon 
flecks are scattered about. 

628 1858 In dian Cent, Judd-208, Pollock-259, R.4, AU 58 ANACS. 
Regular dies obverse as adopted in 1859. The reverse wreath is made 
up of clusters of five leaves which is not exactly the same reverse 
that was adopted in 1859, those having clusters of six leaves. Struck 
in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Lightly circulated with deep 
brownish-tan color over both sides. 

629 1869 Standard Silver Quarter, Judd-727, Pollock-808, R.5, PR 
65 NGC. The obverse features Liberty wearing a diadem and scroll 
below, the reverse reads STANDARD SILVER 1869 around the rim 
with 25 CENTS in the center of an oak and laurel wreath. Struck in 
silver with a reeded edge. Well mirrored beneath milky lilac patina 
with flashes of blue-green iridescence at the margins. 

630 1873 Trade Dollar, Judd-1322, Pollock-1465, R.4, PR 63 NGC. 
Very similar to the adopted design on the obverse, but with a longer 
base. The reverse shows a small eagle with spread wings and bil¬ 
lowing scroll in its beak. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. This is 
a well mirrored specimen that is mostly brilliant save for a hint of 
delicate golden peripheral color and blushes of deeper rose, orange, 
and blue toning at the base of the obverse. 


625 1854 Large Cent, Judd-161, Pollock-187, R.4, Original-Scratched- 

-ANACS. AU Details, Net PR 40. Large cent with the obverse show¬ 
ing the head of Liberty wearing a diadem inscribed LIBERTY, the 
reverse depicts ONE CENT in a small laurel wreath. Struck in 
bronze with plain edge. This example reveals splotchy toning on the 
obverse and small rim marks at 9 o’clock, but is quite attractive for 
the net grade.
